CAIRO (AP) — Egypt has denied published reports that its 
defence minister. Field Marshal Abdul Halim Abu Ghazala. 
made a secret trip recently to Syria. The official Middle East News 
Agency quoted a “responsible source” Sunday night as saying “if 
Egypt wants lo send its defence minister to any place then this will 
be done openly because it does not fear anyone or anything when 
it wishes to do such a thing.” MENA said the statement was issued 
following remarks by Israel Defence Minister Moshe Arens that 
Israel would try to verify the report of the secret visit. Last Friday 
the Kuwaiti newspaper Al 0 abas said Field Marshal Abu Ghazala 
visited Syria secretly and expressed support for the Syrian gov- 
ernment, whose troops face the Israelis among confrontation line 
in the Bekaa Valley of eastern Lebanon. Syria was among 17 
Arab states which broke diplomatic relations with Egypt fol- 
lowing the 1979 treaty with Israel.

KUWAIT(R) — Kuwait Monday 
called on Austria to contribute to 
the search for a Middle East set- 
tlement and an end to the Iran- 
lraq war. a senior Kuwaiti Foreign 
Ministry official said. Under- 
secretary Rashid Al Rashid said 
Austrian Foreign Minister Erwin 
Lane was told in talks here that “it 
is necessary for Austria and Eur- 
ope to contribute to finding a sol- 
ution to the Middle East problem 
and the Gulf war.” Mr. Rashid 
was speaking after talks between 
Mr. Lane and Kuwaiti Foreign 
Minister and Deputy Premier She- 
ikh Sabah Al Ahmad Al Sabah. 

Khaddam leaves 
Riyadh after talks 

RIYADH (R) — Syrian Vice- 
President Abdul Halim Khaddam 
left Saudi Arabia Monday atter a 
brief visit for talks with Saudi lea- 
ders. the Saudi Press Agency said.

Mr. Khaddam. who arrived .here 
earlier Monday, saw King Fahd.

6 killed in

NEW DELHI (R) — Six people 
were killed Monday in a gunbattle 
between Indian security lorccs 
and armed men at a bus slop in the 
Punjab state border town ol Fer- 
ozepore. the Press Trust of India 
(PT/J reported. It said the sho- 
oting erupted after members of 
the paramilitary police reserve 
force ordered a group of uni- 
dentified armed men to climb 
down from the roof of a bus. The 
rooftop passe ngers attacked first 
and the police returned the fire, 
killing six people, the agency 
added. A 3 6- hour curlew was 

imposed on Ferozepore after the 
clash. 
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U.S. policy helps Israeli 

aggression, Hassan says 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan on Monday criticised 
the U.S. policy of supporting Israel in the 
Middle East, saying it encourages aggression 
in the region. 


U.S. military and economic 
■support for Israel have created an 
extremist axis in the Middle East 
region aiming to encourage agg- 
ression and deny human rights and 
freedom, and to foil efforts for a 
just and lasting peace. Prince Has- 
san said in the opening address to 
a general meeting of the Arab 
Thought Forum. 

The Crown Prince warned that 
the Zionist entity has spread in 
Palestine and other Arab cou- 
ntries and aims "to remove the 
Palestinian identity, destroy holy 
shrines, confiscate land and water 
sources." Meantime, he said, the 
, Arab arc “suffering from dis- 
unity.” 

He called on Arab states to end 
their divisions and strengthen 
iheir unity. 

Following are highlights of the 
Crown Prince's speech: 

One look at our Arab World 
will reveal Lhe enormous cha- 
llenges and dangers confronting 
the Arab Nation, but I can sum up 
a few in the following points: 

I. The Zionists have con- 
solidated their hold over Palestine 
and extended their realm to other 
pans of the Arab World. The Zio- 
nists are pursuing plans to Judaise 
Arab land and obliterate Arab 
Palestinian identity and culture. 

• No doubt the United States has 
created through Israel an axis of 


extremism in the Middle East reg- 
ion. Through continued military 
and economic aid to Israel the 
United States has helped the Zio- 
nists to perpetuate their agg- 
ression. deny the rights of others 
and abort efforts for establishing a 
just and durable peace. Arab int- 
ellectuals ought to study carefully 
th : - { -nacrous challenge and try to 
» „,se its meaning and far- 
reaching consequences. 

Arab intellectuals should join 
Arab politicians to find means of 
liberating the usurped Arab lands. 

2. The Arab World is plagued 
by divisions and side differences 
and contradictions. The events in 
Lebanon have clearly exposed 
Arab weakness in political and 
military spheres. The external thr- 
eats have thus helped to cause a 
disarray in Arab ranks and to dis- 
sipate joint Arab action. 

3. The Arab World has failed to 
apply a sound strategy of joint 
Arab action and to bridge the gap 
in living standards among Arab 
states. The Arabs have failed so 
far to achieve the minimum level 
of social and economic int- 
egration. Arab stales have con- 
tinued to carry out projects which 
compete with those in other sister 
states and this has led to a dis- 
sipation of efforts and resources. 
The Arabs still impose restrictions 
on the movement of commodities, 
manpower, and Arab capital.

Britain before deadline 


BEIRUT (R) — A gunbattle eru- 
pted on the "green line" dividing 
Beirut Monday as rival factions 
tried to implement the final stage 
of a disengagement plan, security 
sources said.

DAMASCUS (R1 — Syrian Pre- 
sident Hafez Al Assad' Monday 
conferred with three Lebanese 
opposition leaders on forming a 
new government of national unity 
in Lebanon. 

Syria's official news agency 
SANA said Mr. Assad first met 
former Prime Minister Rashid 
KaramL widely lipped to become 
prime minister in the next gov- 
ernment.

LONDON (R) — Libyans ord- 
ered out of their besieged London 
embassy over a policewomans 
murder said Monday they would 
leave a few hours before an exp- 
ulsion deadline next Sunday. 

The British government was 
braced for possible reprisals over 
Sunday night's order expelling 
them and severing diplomatic rel- 
ations with Libya. 

Libyan Radio Monday bro- 
adcast an editorial which warned 
that Libya would strike "painlul 
blows” against Britain in alliance 
with Irish guerrillas fighting Bri- 
tish rule m Northern Ireland. 

The statement was taken from 
the Libyan magazine Green 
March, believed to reflect the thi- 
nking of Colonel Muammar Oad- 
hatYs government. The editorial 
did not refer to Britain's decision 
to break relations with Libya. 

At the embassy in central Lon- 
don. armed police continued a 
stakeout that began Iasi Tuesday 
when bullets were sprayed at an 
anti-Oadhafi protest outside the 
mission, killing police woman 
Yvonne Fletcher. 25. and wou- 
nding 1ft demonstrators. 

An embassy spokesman told 
Reuters by telephone: " VVe will go 
on the last day. on the Sunday, in 
the afternoon.” 

A British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (BBC) reporter was tuld: 
“Sunday, we have some things to 
do. packing- and everything. We 
are happy to go back but wc are 


not happy for what the English 
government has done.” 

The decision to break with 
Libya followed six days of fruitless 
negotiations in which Britain 
demanded the right to search the 
embassy and question those ins- 
ide. 

About 20 to 30 Libyans arc bel- 
ieved to be in the building, some 
diplomats and others students 
who staged a Tripoli-approved 
takeover in February. 

Britain is withdrawing its dip- 
lomats Irom Libya and closing its 
embassy there, also by next Sun- 
day. 

Home Secretary (Interior Min- 
ister) Leon Bnuan said that after 
the Libyans' departure the emb- 
assy would lose its diplomatic sta- 
tus and would be searched for 
arms and explosives. 

He said British police would sat- 
isfy themselves that the Libyans 
were not carrying arms nr exp- 
losives though Britain would hon- 
our the Vienna Convention on 
diplomatic immunity. 

The United States, which itself 
expelled Libyan diplomats and 
closed their Washington embassy 
in May 19S1. applauded the Bri- 
tish action, describing it as'Moially 
appropriate.” 

But Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher faces anger al home 
from senior police officers and her 
own Conservative Party over the 
tact that the policewoman’s unk- 
nown killer will go free. 


Syrian president meets 
Lebanon factional leaders 


PLO factions agree to delay PNC 
session until political agree nent

AMMAN — Palestinian factions 
Monday ended a five-day rec- 
onciliation meeting in Algiers with 
a decision “to often a national dia- 
logue to overcome the crisis within 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
an isatinn (PLO ) and not to call on 
the Palestine National Council 
(PNC) to convene” until a 1 unified 
political agreement has been rea- 
ched. 

A statement issued Monday in 
Algiers said that reconciliation 
.calks will resume in the near future 
and that the factions have agreed 
not to summon the PNC, the Pal- 
estinian parliament in exile, until a 
political and organisational agr- 
eement among the factions is wor- 
ked out. The issue of fixing a date 
for a PNC session was one of the 
points of differences between 
Fateh, the mainstream PLO 
group, and a four-faction alliance 
which include the Popular -Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP). the Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine 
(DFLP), the Palestinian Com- 
munist Party and the Palestine 
Liberation Front (PLF). While 
Fateh was pushing for a prompt 
convening of the PNC the other 
four organisations said that ihe 
PNC should not be convened prior 
to working out a unified political 
programme among the factions to 
avoid possible rifts within the 
PNC. 

According to- the Algiers sta- 
tement. the four-faction alliance's 
proposal prevailed. 

The statement also indicated 
that the meeting has not brought 
out a final reconciliation among 
Fateh and the four-faction all- 
iance. but has laid the fou- 
ndations for "the restoration of 
Palestinian national unity.” 

A Fateh official in Algiers told 
the Jordan Times in a telephone 
interview that it was also decided 
to consider the Algiers meeting as 
the first in a. series of meetings that 
is expected to follow until a uni- 
fied agreement is reached. He said 
that a second meeting will lake 
place in the first hair of May. 

Officials Irom both Fateh and 
the four-1 action alliance called for 
broadening the base of the rec- 
onciliation meetings to include 
other Palestinian factions but dis- 
agreed on which factions arc to be 
included. 

The deputy commander of PLO 
forces and the head of the Fateh 
delegation at the Algiers meeting. 
Khalil Al Wazir, told the Jordan 
Times that meetings should inc- 


lude the Arab Liberation Front 
(ALF). an Arab Ba'athist Pal- 
estinian faction which supports 
the Fateh leadership, and “ind- 
ependent Palestinian per- 
sonalities." 

Officials of the four-party all- 
iance. however, said that factions 
that opposed PLO Chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat last year in the north 
Lebanese port of Tripoli should 
also be included. 

These organisations are the 
pro-Syrian Saiqa. the PFLP- 
General Command of Ahmad J ib- 
ril and the liny Popular Struggle 
Front. 

The three organisations sup- 
ported Fateh rebels against Mr. 
Arafat, who is also the leader of 
Fateh, and accused him and the 
Fateh Central Committee of “giv- 
ing up armed struggle and ind- 
ulging in capitulatory settlements 
for the Palestinian question.” 

The PFLP, the DFLP and the 
Palestinian Communist Party 
which arc not affiliated with any 
Arab country but support radical 
Syrian policies, maintained a neu- 
tral stand during- the dashes bet- 
ween PLO fighters loyal to Mr. 
Arafat and projected “a rej- 
ectionisi stand” even by Fateh of 
ail American-sponsored peace ini- 
tiatives. 

Mr. Arafat's unexpected visit to 
Cairo last December turned the 
three organisations against his pol- 
icies and PFLP leader George 
H abash called for the resignation 
of Mr. Arafat from his functions as 
PLO Executive Committee cha- 
irman. The organisations accused 
the Fateh leadership of deviations 
from the PLO's “revolutionary 
line." They also objected to the 
continuation of the Jordanian- 
PLO dialogue and urged str- 
engthening relations with Syria. 

The statement issued in Algiers, 
however, which reiterated com- 
mitment to PNC resolutions end- 
orsed in its 16th session held in 
Algiers in February 1 983, pledged 
to resist U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan's peace initiative for the 
Middle East and the Camp David 
accord. It said: “The Algiers mee- 
ting projected the priority of wor- 
king for the restoration of the 
PLO unity on t he basis of rejecting 
and resisting all imperialist and 
Zionist plans that aim at obl- 
iterating the Palestinian cause, 
especially the Reagan plan and the 
Camp David accord." It also str- 
essed the “necessity of escalating 
the armed struggle.” 

Yet. differences over Mr. Ara- 
fat's visit to Cairo, relations with 
Jordan, relations with Syria and 
with other Palestinian factions 


remain unresolved. 

Palestinian sources told the 
Jordan Times that a meeting of the 
Central Committee of Fateh will 
be held this week in T unis to dis- 
cuss the results of the Algiers mee- 
ting.” since the Fateh delegation, 
although high powered, was not 
authorised by the Central Com- 
mittee to give a final word on any 
agreement reached.” 

While officials of the four- 
faction alliance in Algiers des- 
cribed the statement as “very pos- 
itive" they said that “many imp- 
ortant political issues have vet to 
be addressed.” 

In a special statement to the 
Jordan Times. Yasser Abd 
Rabbo. assistant general secretary 
of the DFLP. said that the meeting 
has stressed two important points 
in its decision not to convene the 
PNC until a political and org- 
anisational agreement is reached 
and to open a national dialogue. 

But, Mr. Abd Rabbo said, 
“there are still fundamental issues 
that remain unresolved.” He ind- 
icated that more steps should be 
taken to resolve the differences 
among the Palestinian fact ip •'j, 
and to restore the Palestinian 
unity. 

“A solution (to the crisis within 
the PLO) cannot be achieved wit- 
hout reaching an agreement on a 
unified political line which stems 
from a precise commitment to 
PNC resolutions especially those 
endorsed during its 16th session 
and without agreeing on an org- 
anisational line that can prevent 
hegemony, unilateral decisions 
and violations of the collective 
leadership and PNC resolutions,” 
he said. 

Mr. Abd Rabbo was apparently 
reiterating his organisation's acc- 
usations against Mr. Arafat. The 
DFLP has accused the PLO cha- 
irman of“bypassing the collective 
leadership, hegemony and of tak- 
ing unilateral decisions and act- 
ions.” 

The DFLP official said that the 
Four-party alliance .11 seek the 
support of Algiers. South Yemen 
and Syria to consolidate the agr- 
eements reached at the Algiers 
meeting. “We believe that Alg- 
iers. South - J Syria :::n 

play a positive role in solving the 
PLO crisis " he said. Algiers and 
South Yemen have arranged the 
reconciliation meeting and sent 
high-level emissaries to its ope- 
ning session. 

Mr. Abd Rabbo said the four- 
faction alliance “will contact the 
other Palestinian organisations in 
Syria and inform them of the res- 
ults of the Algiers meeting.” 


House endorses border agreement

AMMAN — The Lower House of 
Parliament Monday endorsed a 
draft law on the demarcation of 
the international borders between 
Jordan and Iraq, referred a num- 
ber of draft laws to the legal and 
financial committee* and ans- 
wered inquiries made by members 
on various issues. 

At the beginning of the regular 
session, the House, presided over 
by its Speaker Akef Al Fayez. dec- 
lared deputy Fouad Farraj as win- 
ner of the vacant seat representing 
the Jerusalem and Jericho gov- 
e moral es. Mr. Farraj was sworn 
in. in the presence of Prime Min- 
ister Ahmad 'Obcidat. cabinet 
members and fellow deputies. 

The House decided to hold a 
special session on a date to be det- 
ermined later to discuss certain 
problems facing citizens. Mr. 
'Obcidat agreed to attend this ses- 
sion in response to a request sub- 
mitted by 21 deputies in a mem- 
orandum on the issue. 

Deputy Marzouk Al Gallab pra- 
ised Egypt's decision to sever dip- 


lomatic relations with El Salvador 
and C'nsta Rica for moving their 
embassies from Tel Aviv to Jer- 
usalem and called on the council 
to send u letter of support to the 
Egyptian government on the dec- 
ision. 

The Hi Salvador embassy in 
Cairo was the only diplomatic rep- 
resentation for the Central Ame- 
rican nation in the Arab World. 
Egypt's decision was taken upon 
the recommendation of the Org- 
anisation of Islamic Conference 
I QIC) Jerusalem Committee 
which met in Fez. Morocco last 
week. 

Deputy Abdul Wahab Al Tar- 
awneh thanked the government 
For the allocation of funds to deal 
with the landslide in the city of 
Karak and the problems of water 
and sewage in the city.

Andreotti, Gromyko review East- West ties 


MOSCOW (R) — Italian Foreign 
Minister Giulio Andreotti held 
talks with i he Soviet Union’s And- 
rei Gromyko Monday, but dip- 
lomatic sources said they broke no 
new ground in easing East-West 
relations. 

An Italian spokesman said the 
first round of discussions centred 
on lhe issue of nuclear missiles in 
Europe and progress at the dis- 
armament conference in Sto- 
ckholm. 

According to the . diplomatic 
sources. Mt. Andreotti stressed 


lhe West's wish to resume a dia- 
logue with Moscow but detected 
no softening in the Kremlin's ref- 
usal to resume talks on reducing 
medium-range and strategic nuc- 
lear arms. 

.Mr. Andreotti is the first of 
three West European foreign min- 
isters due to visit Moscow with the 
aim of encouraging a thaw in 
East- West ties. 

He will be followed by West 
Germany's Hans- Dietrich Gcn- 
schcr and Britain’s Sir Geoffrey 


Howe. The three men represent 
the only countries which have so 
far accepted U.S. Pershing and 
cruise missiles. 

The official Soviet report of the* 
talks also made dear that Mr. 
Gromyko had offered no com- 
promise in the Soviet stand.

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq’s First Deputy Prime

Murphy ends 
Gulf tour 

CAIRO (R) — U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State Richard Mur- 
phy left Cairo for home Sunday at 
the end of an eight-nation Gulf 
and Middle East tour on which he 
discussed the continuing Gulf war. 

His 20-day mission took him to 
Israel, Kuwait. Qatar, Saudi Ara- 
bia. Bahrain, the United Arab 
Emirates. Jordan and Egypt. 

In Cairo he discussed with Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak and For- 
eign Minister Kama! Hassan Ali 
Egypt's proposals to end the 
43-month-old conflict and said 
Washington supported any att- 
empts to end the war peacefully. 

The U.S. envoy told reporters 
Saturday after two hours of talks 
with Mr. Mubarak that all the 
Arab leaders he had spoken to 
were concerned about the war. 

Details of the Egyptian pro- 
posals have not officially been dis- 
closed and Egyptian envoys are 
currently touring non-aligned 
countries to outline them. 

But the semi-official newspaper 
A1 Ahram said they include an 
immediate ceasefire, formation of 
a peacekeeping force and acc- 
eptance by both sides to end the 
conflict through arbitration or 
negotiation under international 
auspices.

CAIRO (R) — • The spiritual lea- 
der of Egypt's estimated six mil- 
lion Copts. Pope Shenouda III. 
was shown on Egypt's state-run 
television Sunday night for the 
'first time since he was banished to 
a desert monastery by the late Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat in 19S1. 

The television showed the Pope; 
chatting to a special envoy of Egy- 
ptian President Hosni Mubarak, 
who went to the Pope's monastic 
exile with a message of Easter gre- 
etings. 

The Pope’s appearance on rel-. 
evision stirred fresh speculation 
that Mr. Mubarak might soon end 
his banishment.

Morocco rejects Polisario claim 


ALGIERS, Algeria (Agencies) — 
The Polisario guerrilla movement 
announced it killed 63 Moroccan, 
troops in a weekend battle in the 
Western Sahara, but Moroccan 
officials Monday rejected the 
claim as “pure propaganda.'* 

A communique issued at Pol- 
isario’ s headquarters here said a 
“violent battle” took place Sat- 
urday at an undisclosed location in 
which 63 Moroccans were killed 
and “dozens of others” wounded, 
while 14 Moroccan armoured and 

other vehicles were destroyed. 

The communique said the battle 
broke out after Polisario attacked, 
a 17,000-man Moroccan force 
extending Morocco’s 1,200- 
kflometre protective wall in the 
disputed territory toward the Alg- 
erian border. 

In Algiers, official Algerian 
sources requesting anonymity said 
Monday that no battle had taken 
place, while Moroccan officials in 
Rabat rejected the Polisario rep- . 
ort as “pure propaganda.” 

While dismissing Polisario cla- 
ims, the Algerian sources said its 
guerrillas continue to harass Mor- 
occans on the wall with ineffective 
long-range mortar attacks, but 
.have not attempted a real ons- 
laught since December. 

An estimated 8,000 guerrillas 
are fighting from sanctuaries in 
Algeria and Mauritania for the 
i independence of the Moroccan-

The Polisario communique said 
a total of 30,000 Moroccan troops 
with armoured vehicles and heavy 
bulldozers were concentrated in 
the area of Yak, some 100 kil- 
ometres northwest of the Algerian 
oasis of Tindou£ the guerrilla^ 
principal supply base. ^ 

hi Rabat, officials confirmed 
that a large force near Zak has 
begun extending the wall toward 
the Algerian border, but did not 
indicate the number of men inv- 
olved.

Polisario guerrillas — who are 
without air support or meaningful 
armoured units — have so far pro- 
ved unable to penetrate the pro-, 
tective wall or to prevent its ext- 
ension. The wall is protected by 
minefields and sophisticated ele- 
ctronic devices supplied to Mor- 
occo by .the United States. 

A Poffsario statement last week 
said Morocco would not have

States.”

Saudi aide to file lawsuit against BA 


RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) — ■ 
Saudi Arabia's Deputy Com- 
merce Minister is to file a lawsuit 
in U.S. courts next week against 
■British Airways in connection 
with alleged food poisoning be. 
suffered on a BA Concorde flight 
his lawyer said Monday. 

Mr. Abdul Rahman Al Zamil 
became severely ill about one 
hour after arriving in the U.S. on a 
BA flight from London in mid- 
March, suffering symptoms of 
Salmonella poisoning. 

The lawsuit, to be filed next 
week in either Washington or New 
-York, is an effort to obtain full 
disclosure of the incident, to exp- 
ose any negligent behaviour and 
to prevent the general public from, 
being subjected to any similar suf- 
fering, said the lawyer. 

Mr. Zamfl, an outspoken adv- 


ocate of consumer rights here, said 
that it is the deterrent effect of the' 
lawsuit and the resulting con- 
sumer protection which is mot- 
ivating the legal proceedings. 

The deputy minister said in a 
statement released by his lawyer 
that he was particularly concerned 
that the airline made no attempt to 
contact him or any of the other 
passengers regarding the pos- 
sibility of food poisoning.

Hassan slams Israeli expansionism 


AMMAN (Petra) — The seminar 
on “Scope of Jordanian- Egyptian 
Co-operation in Scientific Aff- 
airs" Sunday resumed under the 
chairmanship of His Royal Hig- 
hness Crown Prince Hassan. 

Prince Hassan discussed with 
the participants some of the ideas 
and concepts contained in the 
working papers presented to the 
seminar by the participants. 

Prince Hassan also outlined the 
importance of co-operation and 
co-ordination in the various fields 
of scientific research amongst 
Arab countries. 

Prince Hassan explained the 
Israeli expansionist policy in the 
occupied Arab territories and its 
continuous attempts' to Judaise 
the occupied Arab territories and 
to empty them of their rightful 
population, supporting his words 
with charts and figures. 

He then warned against Israeli 
attempts to Balk anise the area and 
convert its people into a series of 
minorities, Jordanian News Age- 
ncy, Petra, reported. 

The renowned Arab space exp- 
ert from Egypt. Dr. Farouq Al 
Baz. presented a working paper 
on space sciences and its app- 
lication in Arab development. 

Optimal resource use 

Dr. Baz said that the Arab 


World has sufficient resources, 
but they are not exploited in the 
optimal manner in order to cope 
with the required development 
needs of the region. 

Dr. Baz called for the app- 
lication of the best and most adv- 
anced methods of modem tec- 
hnology in the area, particularly at 
a time when the Arabs are emb- 
arking on the launch of their space 
satellite. 

Yarmouk University president. 
Dr. Adnan Badran. presented a 
working paper on the role of uni- 
versities and educational ins- 
titutions in administering the reg- 
ion's resources and developing 
them. 

Dr. Badran said universities are 
interested in promoting the spe- 
cial aspects of education in acc- 
ordance with scientific needs in 
order to prepare well trained and 
qualified people. 

Dr. Badran said that com- 
prehensive development is the 
outcome of developing resources 
and their administration through 
organised executive frameworks. 

Dr. Badran then spoke about 
the brain drain and its negative 
impact on the development of res- 
ources and their administration.

Magic lecture promotes Mideast culture

AMMAN — A member of the 
American School of Classical Stu- 
dies based in Athens, David Ran-, 
dolph Jordan delivered Thursday 
a lecture entitled “Links betweea 
Greek and Middle Eastern Folk 
Beliefs:, The Evidence from Anc- 
ient Magic", at the department of 
humanities at the University of 
Jordan. 

Addressing scholars and staff. 
Dr. Jordan said in his lecture that 
small magical figurines enclosed 
within thin sheets of lead inscribed 
with Greek texts found in Egypt 
in- the Roman period raise the 
question of whether this type of 
magie was indigenously Egyptian 
or, as the language of the ins- 
criptions implies,-of Greek origin. 

To Answer the question, he, 
added, the archaeological evi- 
dence for Greek magic of a- period 
before influence from Egypt or 
the east can be assumed was. exa- 
mined 

Dr. Jordan said that it was 
found.that the Greeks of the Cla- 
ssical period (until the 4th century 
B.C.) used such inscribed tablets

and figurines for the purpose of 
cursing their enemies. 

Dr. Jordan pointed out that 
there is a group of such objects 
found in the German excavations 
of the Kerameikos, the cemetery 
district of classical Athens. 

Giving more details on these 
' objects. Dr. Jordan said that the 
group includes an inscribed lead 
tablet and four lead dolls, each of 
them in a small lead coffin that has 


a text inscribed on it cursing the 
people they symbolise. "Three of 
the dolls have names inscribed 
into them, and one of the names is 
that of a politician active in Ath- 
ens around 400 B.C.," he said. 

He went on to say that the pol- 
itician was a man named The- 
ozo tides, the author of some con- 
troversial legislation that occ- 
asioned at least one major lawsuit 
against him. 

Dr. Jordan, in his lecture, poi- 
nted out that Socrates, in his fam- 
ous trial of 399 B.C.. cited The- 
ozo tides as an example of moral 
probity. 

In conclusion, he said that the 
inscribed lead tablets found in 
Greece in the Roman period, 
“although they are written in 
Greek, invoke the gods of Egypt 
and Palestine and show several 
other features not .indigenously 
Greek." 

Dr. Jordan stressed that from 
these texts one could see how t bo- 
rough goingly foreign ideas had 


prevaded Greek magic. 

However, he said, because the- 
use of inscribed lead tablets in 
magical operations in Egypt and 
the east is unknown before the 
advent of Greek and Graeco- 
Roman culture in these areas. “It 
may be that their use shows some 
Greek influence in the magic of 
these areas," he concluded. 

Dr. Jordan, who was invited to 
Jordan by the National Tourist 
Organisation of Greece in co- 
operation with the Greek embassy 
in Jordan and Olympic Airways, 
told the Jordan Times that the aim 
of his visit to Jordan is to promote 
in the Middle Eastern culture 
“because of their old ties, the old- 
est ties that exist with Greece." 

To that effect. Dr. Jordan said, 
many festivals are organised in the 
Middle East on the latest matters 
of importance and “specialists on 
certain aspects of archaeology 
which relates to the Middle East 
are invited to deliver lectures."

Agricultural arena 

A third working paper was pre- 
sented by Dr. Subhi Al Oasem, 
dean of the Scientific Research 
Division at the University of Jor- 
dan. He talked about the agr- 
icultural arena and the sources ol 
water for irrigation in addition to 
the prevailing agricultural pol- 
icies.

Dr. Daghestani said the ind- 
ustrial sector contributed 43 per 
cent of total Gross Domestic Pro- 
duct in 1982.

‘From where you have this?’ 


A NUV1BKR of Lower House of Parliament members have submitted 
a proposal to enact a law through which the rich’s richnesses could be 
investigated by the public, the legislative bodies, or the government. 
The bill, sponsored by 1 1 members, specified re-introducing the early 
Islamic period law of “from where you have this** as its object. The 
representatives said this in their written proposal: “ Manifestations of 
illegal wealth tin our society) have become many. To accomplish 
justice, and to protect public funds and the people from fraud and 
monopoly, and believing in the high hopes we are attaching to the 
prime minister personally and to bis government, we propose to your 
council (parliament) that you agree to drawing up a draft law that 
accounts for illegal wealth in the country to be referred to the gov- 
ernment and debated by the House this session or the one following*’. 

The idea or the proposal is in fact genuine, and one that deserves 
discussion. Noteworthy also is to know that such practice as demanded 
by the proposal is enshrined in the Arab and Islamic history and in our 
society’s political evolution. Whether, however, the translation of the 
proposal intoa bill and later passing it asa law is possible or feasible is 
in fact open to question. 

There are serious doubts about the practicability of having a law 
where the executive branch or even the legislative body could inv- * 
estigate the wealth of individuals fairly and efficiently. There would be 
problems with the details involved in such a practice as for instance 
calling into question private lives of citizens and interference with the 
relatively harmonious work of our society. And. among many other 
things, what do we hope to achieve from digging in people’s past, and 
in the process only looking at the sources of money accumulated by 
individuals over different periods of time? 

This of course does not mean that parliament should not pursue its 
quest of fair play and an equitable distribution of wealth among the 
citizenry. To the contrary, those 1 1 members who signed the proposal 
should persist in their efforts to serve the people as their legal rep- 
resentatives and continue to look for the appropriate means to do just 
that. And it would be very healthy indeed to carry the “wealth’' 
proposal to the floor for very extensive discussions, and possibly to 
reach more practical alternatives to an otherwise useful law. 

We cite that area where vigil, not only by the 11 parliamentarians, 
but also by all members of the two houses of parliament and other 
institutions and individuals, is kept up on our current projects and 
operations — stopping on the spot to point out shortcomings and 
mistakes and to direct operations of the puhlic sector completely in the 
direction of the society's interests. ' 

We think there is a lot for the honorable members of parliament to 
do in the way of being the best servants of the Jordanian society. But 
more important than registering positions is the need to achieve good 
results.

A l Ra’i: Egypt honours commitment 

ONLY HOURS after the Jerusalem committee issued an appeal to 
Arab and Islamic nations to sever diplomatic tics with El Salvador 
and Costa Rica for transferring their embassies to Jerusalem. Egypt 
responded and abided by the unanimous resolution. Its Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan AJi said that his country has a firm and 
unchanging position with regard to Jerusalem and its Arab identity. 
This Egyptian action has caused the Israelis to raise the hue and cry. 
describing it as a step dragging Egypt back to the Arab ranks. 

Egypt as wc see. has not hesitated to translate its policy into reality 
and to prove its will to commit itself to Arab and Islamic solidarity. Is 
it not time for the Arab countries to take a constructive step towards 
restoring their ties with Egypt? 

Costa Rica and El Salvador consider themselves as enemies of the 
Arabs and Egypt considers itself part of the Arab Nation and. the- 
refore. the Arabs ought to take action towards restoring Arab unity 
and solidarity, and it is time to welcome Egypt back to the Arab fold. 
The Arab Nation, supported by Egypt, will no doubt have a more 
significant influence at international forums. 

Al Dustour: Expression of commitment 

IN THE past two days Egypt has taken steps to prove its true 
commitment to the Arab and Islamic causes. It has severed its rel- 
ations with El Salvador following the latter's transfer of its embassy 
to Jerusalem. El Salvador has one embassy in the Arab World and 
that is in Cairo, and still. Egypt chose to end its tics with that country 
in retaliation for its action in support of the Israeli enemy and in 
solidarity with Arab and Islamic Nations. 

Perhaps this step will lead Egypt to rc-considcr its stand vis-a-vis 
the Camp David agreement and its relations with Israel. Perhaps 
Egypt will realise that Israel wanted peace with Cairo only asa means 
for imposing its will on the Arabs and then it will act to preserve its 
national interests and those of the Arab countries. 

In the past years, when Egypt was osirasiced by its sister states.- 
the Egyptians were facing a true test and now Cairo has proved 
beyond doubt that it is committed to the Arab causes and will work 
relentlessly to serve them. The Arabs have realised that Egypt is 
necessary for their slrength and unity and is essential for liberating 
their usurped territory. Therefore, the Arab countries ought to open 
their doors wide for Egypt to return to the fold and join the Arab 
action. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Gemayel acts responsibly 

IT SEEMS that President Gemayel of Lebanon is determined to tear 
down all barriers in the face of peace and stability in his country. His 
visit to Damascus and his talks with President Assad and the other 
Lebanese leaders in the Syrian capital came to pave the way for 
achieving his goals and for a new phase in his country’s history. His 
willingness to offer concessions to the opposition and his approval of 
reforms to the constitution arc proof of his good intentions. 

What Lebanon needs now is the formation of a new government to 
be founded on a sound basis to have the cross section of the Lebanese 
people and their factions adequately represented. 

However, the president still faces opposition from certain ext- 
remist fact ions who could form an obstacle in the way of peace. These 
factions want to establish cantons fully armed to defend themselves 
against future attacks by other forces. President Gemayel also faces 
Israel, which occupies part of his country and tries to undermine any 
agreement so as to ensure its own gains in the strife tom country. ' 

Let us hope that the president will pursue his efforts in a con- 
structive manner, and in co-operation with other faction to achieve 
successful results.

countries. Why, I wonder, are embassies to Jerusalem. King 


THE FLURRY of meetings, 
warnings and words by Arab 
and Islamic quarters about for- 
eign countries moving their 
embassies in Israel from Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem troubles me. 
for it seems to aggravate the 
central dilemma of the Arab 
World. That dilemma is the 
inclination for words over act- 
ion, for a show of profound 
moral, religious, political and 
personal indignation and aff- 
ront over decisive deeds that 
would raise our standing in the 
eyes of the world faster than we 
could ever imagine. 

Sure, it is insulting to the 
Arab and Islamic Worlds to see 
foreign countries move their 
embassies from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. As King Hassan II 
of Morocco said in Fez a few 
days ago at the meeting of the 
Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference’s Jerusalem Com- 
mittee: “We will not allow any 
country or group to insult the 
faith io which we were brought 


up and in which we want to 
bring up our children.** He said 
this within the context of the. 
Jerusalem Committee’s call on 
all Islamic states to break off 
relations with any country that, 
moved its embassy in Israel 
from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. 
And this is why I am troubled 
by this whole issue. 

King Hassan is perhaps cor- 
rect to appeal to one's pride 
and pluck the emotional hea- 
rtstrings of every Arab and 
Muslim who looks upon Jer- 
usalem with such special fee- 
ling. But the reality on the gro- 
und for the past several dec- 
ades is far different than that in 
which officials and gov- 
ernments of the Arab and Isl- 
amic states are living. The fact 
is. we have allowed many cou- 
ntries and groups to insult our 
faith and our identity and our 
political beliefs for many, many . 
years, and we have rarely fou- 
ght back with anything other 
than the political equivalent of 


Umm KaltSoura’s ifteiodies — 
stirring the soul but changing 
nothing on the grortad- 
Jerusalern has been fully 
occupied by Israel since 1967. 
Its topographic and dem- 
ographic character has been 
virtually turned .upside down. 
The rights and status of the 
Muslim and Christian com-' 
m unities in Jerusalem axe gra- 
vely threatened, and so have 
they been for some f7 years. I 
don’t think, therefore, that it 
makes very mach difference at 
all if the Arab and Islamic sta- 
tes break off rleations with 
Costa Rica and El Salvador for 
moving their embassies to Jer- 
usalem. These embassy moves, 
even if they were to be made by 
big pOT. 2 rs, renrafa symbolic 
moves that are symptomatic of 
our weakness and our political 
lassitude in the fife* of adv- 
ersaries who are both more 
determined and more credible 
than we are. If I were the pre- 
sident of Costa Rica and El 


Salvador. I would probably 
ignore the threats and do as I 
please with my embassy in Isr- 
ael, for I would have app- 
reciated the political sig- 
nificance of an Arab/Isiamic 
World that reacts violently to 
symbolic gestures but remains 
largely passive in the face of 
more immediate, practical 
abuses that it suffers, such as 
the occupation of its lands, the 
seige of its capital cities, the 
detention of thousands of its 
sons and daughters, the pol- 
itical manipulation by Israel of 
the weapons systems it can buy 
from great powers, and the des- 
truction of some of its tec- 
hnological projects by the Isr- 
aeli air force. 

It seems to me that if we are 
serious about applying the pri- 
nciple of taking collective act- 
ion against third parties that 
are seen to have offended us by 
riding with Israel, we should 
have made many moves, many 
years ago. against many foreign 


we suddenly spurred to action 
by the Jerusalem issue? It is not 
a purely religious matter, for 
Israel has carried out many 
an ti- Islamic actions in Jer- 
usalem and the occupied ter- 
ritories, and the Arab/Islaraic 
World has reacted only with 
words and cables to int- 
ernational organisations. Som- 
ething deeper is involved in the. 
case of Jerusalem, and I sus- 
pect it is our growing rec- 
ognition of our own ina- 
dequacies and failures. We 
find ourselves today in the 
awful Situation of having to 
roar like lions at ra ice-sized sta- 
tes such as Costa Rica and El 
Salvador, only to have the mice 
thumb their noses at us and 
ignore us as we roar away into' 
the flight. 

I don’t think we are fooling 
anyone by just issuing calls for 
Arab and Islamic states to 
break off diplomatic relations 
with countries that move their

children* is bigMy appropriate, 
but 2 read it in a different sense. 

I suspect our children wiH look 
back on these years and dec- 
ades and wonder why we were 
so complacent, so quick. -to. 
issue threats and verbal War- 
nings in the face of such sus- 
tained. profound abuse by opr 
enemies and the friends and 
supporters of our enemies? 
After all, we all broke off dip- 
lomatic relations with Egypt 
after it signed the Camp David 
accords with Israel, and here 
we are five years later resuming 
relations with Egypt, accepting 
it back into the Organisation of 
Islamic Conference, and rec- 
ognising that, perhaps, we need 
Egypt more than Egypt needs 
us? If Egypt was not impressed 
by threats of Arab dijriomatic 
isolation, why should Costa 
Rica, or El Salvador, the sup- 
erpowers, or. indeed, our chi- 
ldren be impressed? 


Radical change in Arab-Americans’ political involvement

DETROIT — Jesse Jackson’s eff- 
ort to expand his support beyond 
black voters in the Democratic 
nomination campaign has won 
some backing from Arab- 
Americans, whose leaders have 
long complained they were neg- 
lected in American politics. 

Though most public opinion 
polls have not analysed political 
trends among Americans of Arab 
origin, former South Dakota Sen- 
ator James Abourezk told Reuters 
that the 1984 presidential cam- 
paign had caused a radical change 
in Arab- Am eric an attitudes tow- 
ards political involvement. 

Mr. Abourezk. a Washington 
lawyer and the first U.S. senator of 
Arab descent, said the shift had 
come about because of the eme- 
rgence of major Democratic can- 
didates whose positions on Middle 
East issues were compatible with 
the views of Arab-Americans. 


“We've seen two candidates — 
George McGovern and Jesse Jac- 
kson — speaking out on the Mid- 
dle East like never before,” said 
Mr. Abourezk. who switched his 
support to Mr. Jackson after Mr. 
McGovern's withdrawal from the 
nomination race last month. 

Until now. several Arab- 
American leaders said, the nat- 
ion's estimated two million res- 
idents of Arab descent had been 
viewed as a political liability by 
party organisers. 

But they said Mr. Jackson, a 
Baptist preacher and black civil 
rights leader, had made special 
efforts to get Arab-Americans to 
join the “rainbow coalition” of 
different races and minority gro- 
ups which his presidential cam- 
paign has tried to forge. 

Mr. McGovern, the Democratic 
nominee for president in 1972, 
also drew favourable comment 
from Arab-Americans for his call 
for a more balanced U.S. policy 
towards the Middle East, they 
said. 


Mr. Jackson’s appeal has been 
based on h&succestffcd. mission to 
Syria to secure the release of cap- 
tured U.S. airman Robert Goo-, 
dm an, and his suppose for a Pal- 
estinian homeland. 

Mr. Jackson's past amicable 
contacts with Palestine Liberation 
Organisation chief Yasser Arafat 
have also been a factor. 

His appeal was demonstrated 
when he held fund-reisers among 
Arab-Americans in Detroit, Was- 
hington, Los Angeles and Pit- 
tsburgh which netted his campaign 
more than $100,000. 

In Detroit, which has the nat- 
ion's largest Arab- American pop- 
ulation, a Jaefcsoix (campaign sta- 
ffer was assigned for full-time lia- 
ison with the 200.000-strong 
community for last month's Mic- 
higan Democratic c&dbus vote. 

Party officials saM the result 
was that Mr. Jackson won about 
half the vote in areas with con- 
centrations of Arab-Americans, 
and was particularly well sup- 
ported by younger voters. 


Mosa Abi Haraed. a 28- 
year-old lawyer of Palestinian 
descent living in the suburb of 
Dearborn, told Reuters' Mr. Jac- 
kson had spurred him to cast his 
first vote iu a nomination contest, 
explaining: “For a presidential 
candidate to say Palestinians 
ought to be recognised, you have 
to accept him.” 

Abdeen Jabara, a Detroit law- 
yer active in national lobbying for 
the Arab cause, said he was sur- 
prised to find that Mr. Jackson 
won enthusiastic support even 
from politically conservative 
Arab-Americans. 

But Mr. Jabara and other lea- 
ders stressed that their main goal 
was to get Arab-Americans inv- 
olved in politics, regardless of’ 
party. 

Unlike Mr. Jackson, the leading 
Democratic candidates. Walter 
Mondale and Gary Hart, have 
apparently made no special efforts 
to woo Arab-Americans. 

A Mondale campaign official 
said the former vice-president's 





strong support for Israel made it 
unlikely he could appeal to them. 
A Hart spokeswoman said, the 
Colorado senator has “little, if 
any' 1 ties to Arab- American gro- 
ups. 

But the Republican Party has 


not ignored Arab political sti- 
rrings and will work to get Arab- 
American voters behind President 
Reagan, according to George 
Salem, a lawyer of Palestinian 
ancestry who heads an org- 
anisation campaigning to win the 
votes of minority groups for Mr. 
Reagan. 

Some Arab-Americans com- 
plain their backing is still rejected 
by politicians afraid of being lin- 
ked to them. 

Businessman Naim Ayoub last 
year had a party at his home which 
netted $3,000 for Democrat Wil- 
son. Goode, later elected from 
Arab-Americans and their fri- 
ends. 

But Mr." Ayoub said he received 
a call the next day from Mr. 
Goode's campaign manager, who 
said the money would be refunded 
because “he said he did not want 
to lose the Jewish vote.” 

Mr. Ayoub said donors at his 
party included a Jew and some 
Quakers, whose money was also 
returned. 
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Chileans are firm on political reform

SANTIAGO — Fresh protests 
against the rule of Chilean Pre- 
sident Augusto Pinochet have 
been met with a political cra- 
ckdown sweetened with a switch 
in economic policy. 

While the tougher political fine 
has drawn criticism even from 
Gen. Pinochet’s supporters on the , 
right, the appointment of min- 
isters not associated with the rigid 
monetarist economic model fav- 
oured for the last eight years has 
won almost universal welcome. 

Diplomats and opposition lea- 
ders interpreted the economic 
change as a sign that Gen. Pin- 
ochet was under pressure. It fol- 
lowed his flight over Santiago dur- 
ing anti-government protests last 
month when he saw widespread 
defiance of a night curfew. 

Diplomats say the new message 
that economic recovery and une- 
mployment are the top priorities 
— a message yet to be backed by 
specific measures — has dented 
opposition hopes of staging a gen- 
eral strike- 

Gen. Pinochet’s position is well 
protected on the political front, 
they say, although his crackdown 
has lent urgency to a search by his 
supporters for a formula to more 
quickly return Chile to dem- 
ocracy. 

While right-wing politicians 
seem to be moving ever closer to 
the centrist opposition, diplomats 
say the bitter legacy of a decade of 
military rule, fundamental dif- 
ferences over Gen. Pinochets fut- 
ure and the role of the Left in a 
Chilean democracy remain major 
obstacles to what would be a pow- 
erful alliance. 


The government crackdown 
began just before protests called 
for March 27 with the re- 
imposition of a state of eme- 
rgency. It has since been bro- 
adened to include prior censorship 
of opposition magazines, the exile 
of government opponents and res- 
trictions on political meetings. 

Government spokesmen said . 
the measures were needed to cou- 
nter an upsurge in “terrorist” act- 
ivity, which included shooting and 
bomb attacks on police and the 
sabotage of power lines, which 
blacked out m ch of the country. 

Diplomats say some measures 
were taken to appease army har- 
dliners upset by Gen. Pinochet’s 
decision finally to grant a request 
from the Pope for four Leftist gue- 
rrillas given asylum in the Papal' 
nunciature to be allowed out of 
the country. 

The crackdown has effectively 
reversed the political lib- 
eralisation which began at the hei- 
ght of anti-government protests 
last August with the appointment 
of Interior Minister Sergio Jarpa, 
they say. 

- “This is likely to further erode 
civilian support on the right,” one 
diplomat said. “The question is, 
how much longer will the Right go 
before saying that the problem is 
Pinochet?" 

The daily El Mercurio, which 
reflects the opinions of the wea- 
lthy and conservative upper class, 
devoted two consecutive edi- 
torials to criticising the gov- 
ernment’s. decision to use ext- 
raordinary powers to exile two 
prominent Communists. 

The expulsion of Jaime Insunza, 
general secretary of the 
Communist-led Popular Dem- 
ocratic Movement (MDP) cob-' 
Iition, and Leopoldo Ortega, a 


doctor with Chile’s Human Rights 
■Commission, also drew U.S. and 
European protests. 

In addition, El MCrcuiro came 
out against the prior censorship 
imposed on five opposition mag- 
azines, which in recent months 
have tackled the previously taboo 
subjects of government scandal 
and alleged impropriety among 
people close to the president. 

In a weekly political com- 
mentary, the paper recently bac- 
ked a call by the Catholic Church 
for the government to show Its 
desire to move towaads dem- 
ocracy. “That is a caH that the aut- 
horities have no excube -to ignore,” 
it said- 

Many of the government mea- 
sures have been criticised by 
right-wing groups, nine of which 
are trying to agree a joint proposal 
for speeding up aspects of a return 
to democracy. 

Some groups want elections to a 
congress brought forward from 
1 990 to next year andfor the gov- 
ernment to be deprived of ext- 
raordinary powers to curtail civil 
liberties. 

It was to tttost groups that five 
non-Communist opposition par- 
ties, making up the Democratic 
Alliance, appealed last week pro- 
posing a dialogue ti# Work out a 
plan to be presented- to the armed 
forces for the 'restoration of dem- 
ocracy next year. 

The initial response to the pro- 
posal made by alliance President 
Gabriel Valdes in a i%dio bro- 
adcast, was lukewarm. 

Interior Minister Jrefpa, with 
whom the alliance triad to neg- 
otiate last year, dismissed it as 
unworkable since it tries to sid- 
estep the 1980 Constitution which . 
sets 1989 as the target date for a 
return to some form of democratic 


rule. 

Spokesmen for some of the gro- 
ups on the right echoed that cri- 
ticism and said the alliance's ins- 
istence that Gen. Pinochet resign 
before his renewable eight-year 
■terra expires in 1989 effectively 
precluded any useful dialogue. 

The Right also differs from the 
alliance in rejecting the par- 
ticipation in any future democratic 
system of the Marxist Left, whose 
elected Popular Unity Gov- 
ernment headed by the late Sal- 
vador Allende was ousted by the 
military in 1973. 

Diplomats said alliance ove- 
rtures to the right would fuel the 
^suspicions of the Communist-led 
MDP that the alliance is preparing 
to “sell out”, which could reduce 
the potential scope of new protests 
which Mr. Valdes said were ine- 
vitable if Gen. Pinochet refused to 
budge. 

The Left is pressing for a one- 
day general strike soon, but the 
alliance feels it may not be pos- 
sible now since the prospect of 
more government spending has 
offered hope to discontented tru- 
ckers, transport operators, sho- 
pkeepers and small businessmen. 

Opposition trade unions gro- 
uped under the Workers’ National 
Command (CNT) are still talking 
of calling a strike and more pro- 
tests, but that organisation is -sta- 
rting to fail prey to ideological dis- 
putes and personal rivalries. , 

The powerful Confederation of 
Copper Woikeis, the Iyqchpin of 
the CNT which began the protest 
’movement a year ago, voted last 
week not to join a strike since its 
members were stiH suffering from 
the effects of a failed strike last 
year when’ their leader, Rodolfo 
Segiiel, was jailed. 


Capitalist Hong Kong 
j||join Chinain 15 years

HONG KONG— Britain publicly 
announced Friday for the first 
time that it would hand Hong 
Kong back to China in 1997. 

The news was a surprise to nob- 
ody, but it still marked a turning 
point in the history of the thriving 
capitalist territory perched on the 
underbelly of Communist China. 

Britain’s lease on most of the 
colony runs out in 1997 and since 
September 1982 British, Chinese 
officials have been negotiating an 
agreement on exactly how and 
■ when a hand-over of power would 
take place. 

The indications are that Britain 
at first pushed to retain a role in 
Hong Kong’s administration after 
returning sovereignty to China, 
but Foreign Secretary Sir Geo- 
ffrey Howe, fresh from talks in 
Pelting,- confirmed that it was not 
to be. 

• “It would not be “realistic to 
think of an agreement that pro- 
vides for continued British adm- 
inistration in Hong Kong after 
1977,” he told Friday's news con- 
ference. ' ' . 

“Our approach to the talks has 
been to examine with the 'gov- 
ernment of China bow ft might be 
possible to arrive at arrangements 
that would secure for Hong Kong 
a high degree of autonomy under 
Chinese sovereignty,” be said. 

At one stroke, the future of a 
territory which hald long lived with 
uncertainly became, significantly 
more certain. 

It is still now known when the 
final agreement on "Hong Kong’s 
future .will be released. But .Sir 
Geoffrey, while saying that there 
were “several points of substance 
to be resolved,” gave a pretty clear 
picture of how things will go. 

He indicated the two sides were 
working towards a pact to be 
“enshrined” in a “formally rec- 
orded international agreement” 
which would commit China to fire- 
serving Hong Kong’s present sys-. 
tern and freedoms for 50 years 
beyond 1997. . 

Both Britain and China said 
from the beginning that they. wan-, 
ted to preserve the territory’s 
“stability and prosperity” three 
words that will go down in history 
inextricably linked to the Hong 
Kong- negotiations. 

Sir Gebffrey stressed that tp 
ensure prosperity and stability 
after 1997, Hong Kong had to be 
allowed a large amount of “eff- 
ective autonomy” from the Peking 
government. 

“My discussions with the. Chi- 
nese leaders have convinced me 
that they want the Hong Kong sys- 
tems to remain fundamentally as 


they are,” he said. 

China has said that Hong Kong 
will become a “special adm- 
inistrative zone" within the Peo- 
ple' s Republic with a high degree 
of local autonomy, including the 
fields of administration and law. 

If this vision can be realised, it 
would solve the Hong Kong pro- 
blem and ensure its survival as one 
of the world's leading financial 
and industrial centres. 

But with the upheavals of 
Communist China’s history in 
their minds, many Hong Kong 
people are wary of promises from 
Peking. The question investors 
and ordinary citizens alike want 
answered is bow their freedoms 
can be guaranteed. 

Sir Geoffre/s only answer to 
this was the international agr- 
eement, presumably on the gro- 
unds that China would feel uneasy 
about disregarding it. 

Sir Geoffrey’ s momentous ann- 
ouncement was carefully timed for 
Easter Friday, a public holiday fn 
Hong Koug when the financial 
and stock markets were closed. 

They re-open next Tuesday 
and stock analysts suggested that 
by then the markets might even 
react positively to the news. “It 
was already generally accepted 
that there would be no continued 
British administrative presence 
here after 1997,” said Barry 
Yates, research director for the 
stock-broking friru Hoare Govett. 

“The market has been con- 
cerned that Britain was rushing 
- towards an early conclusion of the 
talks, but the message from Mr. 
Howe was that Britain is taking a 
1 reasonably hard line,” he added. 

The Chinese have been pre- 
ssuring the British to finalise the 
agreement by September, the sec- 
ond anniversary of Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's visit to Pek- 
ing when it was agreed to begin the 
formal talks. 

But the British 1 have said they 
want the right agreement rather 
than -in early agreement.

Independent British did experts have accused Margaret Thatcher's . 
government of deliberately exporting the North’s recession to the 
Third World. They, also find that Britain is paying for its “ind- 
ifference" to die problems of poorer nations. 


LONDON — A group of ind- 
ependent British experts on aid 
has charged Margaret Thatcher’s 
government with indifference to 
.the problems of the poor in dev- 
eloping countries* and accused it 
of having “deliberately exported 
the worst economic effects of 
world recession to the people of 
the Third World.’’ ' 

. Their report, “Aid is not eno- 
ugh”, is published by a group of 
development specialists who fou- 
nded the Independent Croup on 
British Aid (IGBA) three years 
ago. 

IGPA chairman Dr. Charles 
Elliott claims that deficiencies in 
both quantity and quality of Bri- 
tish aid have done irreparable 
damage. The British, public bel- 
ieves aid goesto help the homeless 
and hungry, yet much of it does 
' not in fact help the poorest. 

British aid spending fell from 
0.52 per cent of the gross national 
product (GNP) in 1979 to only 
037 per cent in 1982. Spending 
has remained the same since 1983. 
but allowing for 5-6 per cent inf- 
lation. the £1.095 million all- 
ocated for 1984/85 represents a 
static programme. 

Country-to-country aid dro- 
pped drom 73 per cent of the total 
aid budget in 1980 to 62 per cent 
in 1982. However, spending 
under the Aid Trade Provision 
(ATP) more than doubled in this 
period. This money provides aid in 
return for trade with Britain. If it 
benefits anyone besides British 
industry, h helps only the richer 
developing countries. 

Spending through the World 
Bank rose sharply from £73.4 mil- 
lion in 1980 to £153.7 million in 
1 982. Most of this went to the Int- 
ernational Development Agency 
(IDA), which provides soft loans 
to the poorest nations, and the 


report recommends that such 
" spending be increased. 

The IGBA report is particularly 
critical of British aid channelled 
through the European Com- 
munity. which rose by 50 per cent 
in cash terms between 1980 and 
1982 to a total of £179 million a 
year. Most of this is divided bet- 
ween the European Development 
Fund (47 per cent) and food aid 
(33 per cent). The Fund’s work; 
has been widely criticised, not 
least by EC development com- 
missioner Edgard Pisani who ter- 
med it “bnflding cathedrals m the 
desert”. 

Britain spent £72 million on 
food aid through the EC in 1982, 
compared with its £6 million con- 
tribution to UNICEF. EC food aid 
is made up of surplus milk powder, 
butter oil and cereals. Much of this 
food is inappropriate for the target 
countries; and some two-thirds of 
it is sold by recipient governments 
to repay debts, so little reaches the 
hungry. 

Food aid often depresses local 
market prices and discourages 
food production to the benefit of 
cash crops. The volume of peanuts 
exported by Senegal is now gre- 
ater than that of the entire nat- 
ional food production for dom- 
estic consumption. Africa now 
produces less food per head of 
population than 10 years ago. ■ 

Dr. Elliott warns that money is 
not enough. Although aid spe- 
nding |s an indicator of how ser- 
iously development is taken, Bri- 
tain's stance on such issues as 
trade, commodity pricing and 
“North-South" negotiations are 
equally crucial. 

Primary commodities account 
for about 75 per cent of mer- 
chandise exports in low and mid- 
dle income countries. The low 
commodity prices of 1980-82 


were a major factor in the det- 
erioration of developing country 
indebtedness. 

“Britain and the EEC must take 
direct responsibility for some of 
these consequence^’, says the 
report. “The contribution of mon- 
etarist policies to the recession has 
not been negligible, and although 
inflation has been reduced, it has 
been achieved at the expense of 
living standards in otter parts of 
the world....” 

The report calls for a British 
lead in finding international arr- 
angements to ensure long-term 
price stabilisation. 

British policies have helped to 
make life harder for the Third 
World. The U.K. played a leading 
part in tightening the Multi-Fibre 
Agreement (restricting imports of 
textiles). At the 1981 U.N. Con- 
ference on the Least Developed 
Countries, it did not agree to the 
aid target of 0.1 5 percent of GNP 
for the poorest nations. It has been 
hostile to attempts to relieve Bra- 
zil's debt crisis. 

IGBA secretary John Clark 
points out that the government’s 
position on these issues has alr- 
eady damaged Britain’s own int- 
erests. Indonesia recently imp- 
osed trade sanctions on British 
exports in retaliation for U.K. res- 
trictions on textile imports. Mal- 
aysian public authorities have 
been ordered not to buy British if 
the equivalent goods are available 
elsewhere, mainly because of fee 
increases for overseas students. 

One of the few positive points 
found in the report is Britain's 
support for the replenishment of 
IDA. It did not cut its contribution 
in 1982 in line with the U.S., and 
thus helped to rescue IDA from 
disintegration. 

The report recommends, as 
many British reports do, that a 
Royal Commission be -set up to 
examine national aid policies. 
Experts acknowledge that aid rar- 
ely reaches the poorest 10 per 
cent; but the poorest 40-50 per 
cent above that can be helped.

Occupation officers detain Palestinian 
students to ruin their academic career 


The Briefing which fellows is compiled from two reports from 
Law in the Service of Man (LSM), the West Bank affiliate of the 
International Commission of Jurists. 


Tawjihi 

THE TAWJIHI (the General 
Secondary Certificate) is the gov- 
ernment matriculation exam, for 
which 13,871 12th graders were 
registered in academic year 
1982-83. Regulated by Jordanian 
law. passing the Tawjihi is req- 
uired for entry into West Bank 
universities and those in the Arab 
countries, and is also often man- 
datory for many white-collar jobs 
and professions. The exams are sat 
in two parts, in January and June, 
and consist of a series of com- 
pulsory exams. Failure to sit and 
pass a single exam will result in a 
failure to matriculate that year. 
This means the student has to resit 
all the exams a year later. 

Power of arrest in the West 
Bank 

The military authorities are 
given broad powers of arrest by. 
Military Order 378 — the Order 
Concerning Security Provisions 
(1970). Section 78 (a) states the 
foibwmg:- 

“ A soldier may, without an arr- 
est warrant, arrest any person who 


commits, or is suspected of having 
committed, an offence under this 
Order.” 

Article 78 (b) provides that the 
arrested person must be handed 
over to an authorised police sta- 
tion or place of detention as soon 
as possible. Following arrest, a 
person may be held for 1 8 days on 
the warrant of a police officer. On 
the 18 th day of detention the arr- 
ested person must be brought bef- 
ore the Military Court which may 
order an extension of detention 
for up to six months (MO 378, 
Article 78). 

Arrest of Tawjihi students 

In June, as has happened pre- 
viously. many of the students Stu- 
dying for their Tawjihi were arr- 
ested by the Israeli military and 
detained for sufficient time for 
them to miss their exams. LSM 
fieldworkers investigated the arr- 
ests that occurred in Nablus. 
Jenin, Ramallah, and Hebron. AD 
the arrests known to LSM took 
place, with four exceptions, bet- 
ween the 16th and 22nd June. The 
students were held for four or five 
days and then released. During

Affidavit 

1, the undersigned, aged 21 years, a student from Nablus, having 
been warned to tell the troth and or the penalties for perjury , swear 
that the following is true: 

On Thursday, June 16, 1983, at 1:00 a.m., while I was studying 
with my friend at his house to prepare for the Tawjihi exam which 
was to begin on June 19,1 beard a lot of noise outside the house and 
a load knocking at the door. Somebody shouted. “Open the door**, 
and at the same time I heard Some words in Hebrew. The knocking 
continued and I opened the door. Outside the bouse there were 
about 30 soldiers and plainclothes detectives surrounding the bui- 
lding. 

The soldiers and detectives came into the house and began a 
search of the premises, paying particular attention to the books. 
But they did not find anything illegal as all our books were legal, 
academic textbooks for our exams . Having finished the search, the 
officer in charge. Jihad, an officer in the “civilian administration’* 
in Nablus, said to me, “What are yon doing at your friend’s 
house?” 1 answered him, “I am studying for the Tawjihi exam 
with him.” He replied, “Yon wfll graduate from prison.*' I asked 
why and he replied simply, “Because.” I told him, “If yon arrest 
me I wQl miss the Tawjihi and that means my academic life will be 
delayed for a year for no reason.” But Jihad wasn’t interested and 
answered, “That is the reason that we came here to arrest you. so 
that yon will miss your exams.** 

After this dialogue, the officer ordered the soldiers to arrest me 
and I was pot in a jeep and the soldiers took me to Nablns Military 
Headquarters. There I saw nine other Tawjihi students from Nab- 
lus. We were taken together to Fara'ah prison. 

Is Fara’ah prison we remained without being questioned, wit- 
hout being changed, in very bad conditions and we suffered bad 
treatment. ~A hamarrbeing losestus name in Fara’ah and becomes 
just a number. On the second day in Fara'ah we had our beads 
forcfbty shaved and we stayed there unto our release on June 21 . As 
a result, my friends and I missed Tawjihi for 1983 — we missed our 
mim after a year of hard work in preparation. My detention in 
Fara’ah was completely without cause and in opposition to the 
simplest human traditions and laws.

their period of detention they 
were not told the reason for their 
arrest, they were not questioned, 
and they were all released without 
being charged. 

It is worth stressing that the fact 
that none of the students were 
questioned after their arrest str- 
ongly indicates that they were not 
suspected of having committed 
any offence and that their arrest 
fell outside the provisions of the 
relevant mOitaiy order — Military 
Order 378. Article 78. 

In addition to 52 students from 
Nablus. Jenin, Ramallah and 
Hebron, who were detained with 
the sole purpose of disrupting 
their study. The following has 
come to the attention of Law in 
the Service of Man and has been 
verified to be true: 

1) On Nov. 10, 1983, five stu- 
dents from the Ma’zuz El Masri 
government school in Nablus were 
arrested. The next day two more 
were arrested. All were kept at A1 
Fara'ah detention cenue for 11 
days. Most were Tawjihi students. 
They were released alter that per- 
iod folks wing a superficial que- 
stioning. No foimal charges were 
made against any of them. Upon 
their release, they were (with one 
exception) denied re-admittance 
to their school, and were told by 
the school principal to see a“Cap- 
tain Jehad” in the military gov- 
ernment. 

On Sept. 23. 1983, Captain 
Jehad informed them that they 
were dismissed from school. No 
reasons were given. They then 
asked the director of education in 
Nablus to facilitate their return to 
school. They were informed the- 
next day that the military gov- 
ernment had agreed to transfer 
them to government schools in 
surrounding villages, as is des- 
cribed in a statement under oath 
given by one of them (see attached 
affidavit). 

2) On Nov. 16. 1983, thirteen 
students, eleven of them Tawjihi 
students from the Kadri Tukan 
School in Nablus, were also arr- 
ested. All were kept at Al-Fara’ah 
detention centre for 11 days. 
Again there was only superficial 
questioning. No formal charges 
were filed against any of them. 
Upon their release, they were 
ordered to see Captain Jehad. 

They were ordered to wait out- 
side his office all day for four con- 
secutive days. On the fourth day 
all but four of them were informed 
by Captain Jehad that they were 
transferred to one or another of 
the surrounding .village schools. 

3) It is important to note with 
' respect to the above that: 

a. All the schools in which these 
events occurred, and to which tra- 
nsfers were made, are government 
schools under the control of the 
officer in charge of education. 

b. All notification of dismissals 
and transfers were oral. There was 


no written notification. 

c. The students concerned were 
informed that the decision to dis- 
miss or transfer them was app- 
arently taken upon orders from 
the military authorities. In no case 
was any indication given or imp- 
lied that there were any academic 
or disciplinary reasons for the 
dismissals or transfers. 

d. The transfers created great 
hardship because of the absence of 
regular public transportation lea- 
ding to the villages to which the 
students were transferred. There 
are also no hostels where the stu- 
dents can find lodging in these vil- 


lages. Coming only weeks before 
the examination, these transfers 
are extremely disruptive to the 
process of learning and the pre- 
paration for the Tawjihi exa- 
mination. 

4) The danger of other int- 
erference in this examination con- 
tinues to exist and to be a matter of 
great concent to LSM as the exa- 
mination approaches. 

LSM believes that this int- 
erference is unwarranted, inf- 
ringes upon academic freedom 
and serves no legitimate security 
Junction — council for the Adv- 
ancement of Arab-Brilish Und- 
erstanding report. 


Affidavit 


I. the undersigned, , a student, having been w arned 

to tell the truth under penalty of criminal sanctions, do hereby 
declare as follows: 

On the night of Nov. 10. 1983. at approximately 12:00 midnight. 

I was woken by a loud noise of knocking at oar door. It was two 
Arab policemen and a Jewish policeman called “Abu Yaccub”. 
They entered the house and searched it. They took a geography- 
book and a book on the Muslim Brotherhood. Then they arrested 
me and kept me at Al-Fara'ab detention centre until the Nov. 22. 
with the exception of the night of arrest when 1 was interrogated at 
the police station in Nablus by policeman, Jamal Ghanem. on the 
subject of books. 

Upon my release on the Nov. 23, i went to my school. Ma’ztxz 
AJ- Masri School, which is a government school. In the morning, I 
was Called by the school principal who informed me that I was not 
allowed to enter the school, and that the military government 
supplied him with a list of names of students who are forbidden' 
from entering the school. He also told me to go and see Captain 
Jehad with my parents. The same message was relayed to five other 
students, three of whom were in tteir Tawjihi year. 

At about 1 1 o’clock, the same day, 1 went with my father to meet 
Captain Jehad. After waiting for four hours, we met Captain 
Jehad, who first asked for my I.D. card, theq asked for my per- 
sonal pictures. I went and brought them. Then he told me that I 
was dismissed from school. When I asked him for the reason, he 
refused to answer, and shouted at me to get out. 

The next day 1 went to school together with the nest of the five 
dismissed students. We met the principal mH requested his med- 
iation so that we wiD be permitted to stay in school but he refused to 
do so and insisted that we cannot come to school as long ns the 
military government does not permit us to do so. 

The same day we went to the office of the Education and Culture 
Department in Nablns and met the director of education, Salah El 
Alem, who called the military government hoping to meet the 
governor. After his phone call, he asked us to return to his office 
the next day. 

Oq Nov. 25. we went to the office of the Education and Culture 
Department as requested. He told us that he had mediated the 
matter with the military governor, who allowed the transfer of the 
dismissed students to specified schools in distant villages, which are 
difficult for the students to reach In time for school, in addition to 
the difficulties of transportation and of finding accommodation in 
these villages. I was informed of the decision to transfer me lo the 
Karyut School, on the NaMus-Jerusalem road, but I was unable to 
go there because of the difficulty of transportation and because I 
could not find a residence in the area. 

Aft— that I tried to register in a private school in Nablus. I went 
to AI- arook School where the principal claimed there was no 
vacancy in the Literary branch. I also went to the Islamic School, 
but the principal there told me “I will not ruin the school for the 
sake of a few students.” 

Based on the foregoing. I now have no opportunities and have 
been prevented from continuing my studies and am 

without a school. 

Wherefore I sign this Saturday, Jan. 7, 1984.

Since Borg began beating the

Sun- 
dstrom said after defeating his 
19-year-old compatriot, who two 
years ago became the youngest 
winner of a Grand Slam tou- 
rnament by taking the French 
Open title.

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Libya likely to suffer if it 
halts oil flow to Britain 


_7, LONDON (R) Libya would be 
• likely to suffer more than Britain if 
it cut off crude oil exportsjo Bri- 
tain oil analysts say. 

V The world oil market is cur- 
ready well supplied and Britain 
would have little difficulty in rep- 
■ lacing the oil it now buys from 
Libya. 

ubyan crude oil entering Bri- 
tain came to just under one millioa 
■V. tonnes last year, litde more than 
three per cent of total British imp- 
orts. 

Although Britain is self- 
•;* sufficient in oiL North Sea ope- 
• . rating companies have found it 
profitable to export part of the 
country's high-grade crude oil and 
. purchase other crudes to balance 
• refinery needs. 



Most Libyan crude oQ enters 
Britain via the spot or free market 
rather than under contract. 

Libyan crudes became inc- 
reasingly available on a spot basis 
in 1982. This followed President 
Reagan's embargo on Libyan 
crude and oil products entering 
the United States prompted, he 
said, by Libya's policy of int- 
ernational terrorism and sub- 
version. 

In the same year Mobil, the 
world’s second largest oil com- 
pany, decided to cease ail exp- 
loration and production ope- 
rations in Libya saying the terms 
dictated by the government made 
h impossible to continue. 

A year earlier Exxon, the 
world's largest oil company, wit- 
hdrew from a country agreeing to 
sell its assets to the government- 
owned Libyan National Oil Cor- 
poration for slightly below their 
book value. 


So far there have been no moves 
.either by British oil companies or 
by the Libyan government to dis- 
rupt oil links. 

Libya relies almost exclusively 
on oil exports for its foreign exc- 
hange earnings. These came to 
around SI 0. billion last year. 

. If Libya tried to ban its oil from 
entering Britain, British refineries 
would find _ no difficulty in buying 
other crudes of similar quality — 
such as those from Nigeria or Alg- 
eria — on the spot market, acc- 
ording to a leading London crude 
oil broker. 

Although the crude oil market 
is slowly growing as the developed 
world recovers from recession, 
producing countries both inside 
and outside OPEC (the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries) are eager to expand 
their market share. 

They would happily offer Bri- 
tain long-term supply contracts to 
meet any shortfall cause by a Lib- 
yan embargo, one oil analyst said. 

One crude oil broker said any 
decision by Libya to limit the ava- 
ilability of its crude on the spot 
marker would be likely to push up 
the price of Britain’s North Sea 
crude, thereby increasing the tax 
payable to the British gov- 
ernment. 

So far there has been no rea- 
ction to the crisis by traders on the 
sport market. 

Libyan oil production last year 
is estimated to have been around 
S3 million tonnes, with its daily 
production quota set by OPEC at 
about 160.000 tonnes (1.1 million 
barrels per day), the estimated 
level of its present output. 


Japan buys 
more M.E. 
crude oil 

TOKYO (Agencies) — The Mid- 
dle East supplied 71 .2 per cent of 
Japan's crude oil imports in the 
fiscal year ended March 31. up 
from 70.4 per cent the previous 
year, international trade and ind- 
ustry ministry officials said Mon- 
day* , 

Japan's total crude imports in 
fiscal 1 983/84 rose to 21 2.87 mil- 
lion kilolitres from 207.40 million 
the previous year — the first inc- 
rease for four years — with the 
Middle East supplying 1 51 .58 mil- 
lion compared with 145.99 million 
in fiscal 1982/83. 

But crude oil imports from 
Saudi Arabia, Japan's biggest 
supplier, fell to 59.93 million kil- 
olitres from 68.13 million, to acc- 
ount for 28.2 per cent of total. 
Imports againsi 32.8 per cent in 
fiscal 1982/83. the officials said. 

They said this decline in pur- 
chases from Saudi Arabia was due 
to Japan buying cheaper spot 
‘crude from other sources. 

Imports of Iranian crude in 
1983/84 rose to 23.07 million kil- 
olitres from 14.82 million due to 
such spot purchases, and United 
Arab Emirates supply rose to 
31.09 miillion kilolitres from 
30.55 million. 

The officials said increased pet- 
roleum consumption was due to 
steady economic recovery and 
such seasonal factors as a hot 
summer and cold winter. 

An official who asked not to be 
identified, said the increase was 
mainly because of greater con- 
sumption by electricity companies 
as people used air conditioners 
and heaters more. 


Bank of Jordan boosts 
profits by 29 per cent

AMMAN — The Bank of Jordan ann- 
ounced that its 1983 net profit was JD 

1.9 million, up 29 per cent on the JD 
1.4 million posted In 1982, as total ear- 
nings amounted to JD 6.9 million (JD 

5.9 million in 1982) and expenditures 
totalled JD 5.0 million (JD 4.5 million 
in 1982). 

The bank has declared JD 0.900 per share cash 
dividend, which represents 1 8 per cent of the J D 5 
nominal value of a share. 

The bank's 23rd financial report showed that 
total assets liabilities as of Dec. 31,1 983 amounted 
to JD 93.3 million against JD 84.5 million recorded 
in 1 982. Of rhe total, off-balance sheet items amo- 
unted to JD 17.7 million. 

— Letters of credit declined marginally by JD 
03 million and stood at JD 7.0 million. 

— Letters of guarantees increased toJD 6.9 mil- 
lion from the 1982 JD 5.3 million figure. 

— Acceptances and other liabilities stood at JD 
3.8 million, down J D 0.6 million from the previous 
year amount. 

The Bank of Jordan raised its investments por- 
tfolio by 19.4 per cent to JD 1 1.0 million. Inv- 
estments in 1 6 public shareholding companies inc- 
reased by JD 242,233 to JD 1 .6 million, whereas 
investments in government development bonds, 
treasury bills, and debentures, issued by nine public 
sector and public shareholding companies amo- 
unted to JD 9.3 million in 1983 (JD 7.8 million in 
1982). 

Bills discounted grew from JD 17.6 million in 
1982 to JD 20.4 million in 1983. and overdrafts 


rose by J D 3.9 million J D 2 1 .1 million. Loans at the 
end of last year stood at JD 5.6 million compared to 
JD 4.8 million recorded in the previous year. The 
bank listed 19 participations in local syndications 
since 197S for a total amount of JD 5.7 million. 

Cash in hand and at banks wasJD 13.6 million of 
which J D 6.8 were in hand and at the Central Bank 
of Jordan. JD 5.0 million were placements with 
local banks and J D 1 .8 million in equivalent foreign 
currencies were held with banks abroad. 

Total cash in hand and at banks amounted to JD 
14,9 million at the end of December 1982. 

Fixed assets after depreciation stood at JD 1.3 
million in 1983. while other assets went up slightiy 
to JD 2.7 million, of which JD 1.8 million were 
transactions under clearing between the bank's 
branches. 

On the liabilities side, current accounts and dem- 
and deposits totalled JD 22.6 million (JD 23.6 mil- 
lion in 1982). Savings and time deposits amounted 
to JD 37.2 million (JD 30.2 million in 1982). of 
which JD 03 million were in foreign currency equ- 
ivalent. 50 per cent down on the 1982 figure. 

Cash collateral deposits increased by JD 1.5 mil- 
lion to JD 4.4 million while loans from banks (cal- 
led banks placements in 1982) remained unc- 
hanged at JD 0.7 million. JD 2.2 million were cla- 
ssified as other liabilities slightly lower from 1 982. 

The bank's equity including the JD 3.0 million 
registered and paid-up capital stood at JD 6.7 mil- 
lion as legal reserves rose by J D 0.2 million to J D 
23 million, voluntary reserves doubled to JD 0.7 
million and retained earnings edged up to JD 0.7 
million also. 

Various allowances totalled JD 1 .9 million (JD 
1.8 million in 1982). of which JD 0.9 million, for 
both years, were for bad debts. -The financial report 
included JD 250.597 assets/liabilities and JD 
18.550 loss related to three branches temporarily 
closed in the West Bank. 

The Bank of Jordan operates 22 branches: eight 
in the Amman area and two in Irbid. 
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Iran offers long-term crude oil sales to Thailand 


BANGKOK (R) — Iran has off- 
ered to sell crude oil to Thailand 
on a long-term contract after a 
current oil import agreement with 
Saudi Arabia expires at the end of 
this year, an Iranian embassy off- 
icial said Monday. 

The official told Reuters the 
offer was made to Thai Industry 
Minister Ob Vasuratna, who was 
invited to visit Iran for talks on the 
issue. 

Thailand last year imported an 
average of 150,000 barrels per 
day (b/d) of crude oiL L of which PP < 
per cent was from Saudi ArspS™ 
and another 17 per cent from 
Brunei. Qatar and the United 
Arab Emirates. 


The Iranian official said the 
price of the oil being offered 
would be based on market prices. 

Mr. Ob told reporters he bel- 
ieves Thailand should diversify 
sources of hs imported oil. 

Thailand has not bought oil 
from Iran since 1981 when it imp- 
orted slightly over 300,000 barrels 
of Iranian crude.

Qatar, South Korea agree 
to expand economic ties 


SEOUL (R) — The emir of Qatar. 
Sheikh Khalifa Ibn Hamad A1 
Thani, and South Korean Pre- 
sident Chun Doo Hwan Sunday 
announced a co-operation agr- 
eement oo trade, technology and 
economic matters. 

In a communique at the end of a 
three-day visit by the emir, the 
two leaders said they agreed to set 
up a government-level joint com- 
mittee to discuss the imp- 
lementation of the agreement. 

Qatari Information Minister 
Issa Ghanim AI Kawari told a 
press conference Sunday: “We 
want make use of technical kno- 
whow and expertise of South 
Korea, combining our rich natural 


resources. The joint committee 
will discuss the matter.'' 

“The visit by the emir will help 
enhance South Korea's economic 
co-operation with Qatar and other 
members of the Gulf Co- 
operation Council (GCC),” the 
minister said. The other members 
of the council are Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait. Bahrain, Oman and the 
United Arab Emirates. 

South Korea imported $88 mil- 
Jipn worth of products, including 
crude oil. from Qatar last year anc 
sold the emirate goods, including 
construction equipment and veh- 
icles. worth $4.9 million. Some 
500 South Koreans work in Qatar, 
mainly in construction. 


Big Turkish trade delegation travels to Iran 


ANKARA (R) — A huge del- 
egation of Turkish officials and 
businessmen headed by a senior 
cabinet minister left for Iran 
Monday for a week of talks which 
will culminate with a visit to Teh- 
ran by Prime Minister Turgut 
Ozal. 

The visit is aimed at boosting, 
Turkey’s trade with Iran, which 
has recently become its biggest 
trading partner, and discussing 


future projects such as pipeline 
schemes and construction work. 

Officials say the emphasis of 
this week’s visit is economic. 

Iran has increasingly turned to 
Turkey to help meet demands 
otherwise unfilled due to dif- 
ficulties caused by the war and a 
fall in foreign trade following the 
1979 revolution. 

This has led to a bonanza for 
Turkey, its exports to Iran rising to 


$1.08 billion last year — more 
than one sixth of total exports — 
from just $85 million in 1980. 

The delegation of 20 top gov- 
ernment officials and more than 
200 private sector businessmen 
were charged with increasing 
these exports still further. 

Delegation leader Mr. Ismail 
Ozdaglar, ministr in charge of tec- 
hnical and trade development. 


told reporters he expected a trade 
agreement worth $3 billion to be 
signed during the visiL giving both 
sides about $13 billion worth of 
exports to each other this year. 

Last year Iran’s exports to Tur- 
key reached $1 22 billion, up from 
$802 million in 1980. Most of this 
was accounted for by around five 
million tonnes of oil. more than a 
third of Turkish annual oil imp- 
orts.

Salvadorean rebels hope 
for more Arab support 


SAN SALVADOR (Agencies) — Salvadorean gue- 
rrillas have said they hope for increased support 
from Arab states as a result of El Salvador’s decision 
to move its embassy in Israel from Tel Aviv to Jer- 
usalem. 


A spokesman for the Central 
American Revolutionary Wor- 
kers Party (PRTC) told Reuter 
that increased Arab aid to the gue- 
rrillas “makes sense and is pro- 
bable." The comment was made 
Saturday in an interview in El Sal- 
vadors Usulutan province. 

The Organisation of Islamic 
Conference (OIC) Saturday cal- 
led on all Muslim countries to 
sever ties with El Salvador and 
Costa Rica because they moved 
their embassies in Israel from Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem. 

Rebel sources said the PRTC 
and at least two other rebel groups 
fighting the U.S.-backed army in 
El Salvador had received military 
aid from Libya in the past. 

They said fighters from the 
three groups had received training 
in Libya and a Libyan plane det- 


ained in Brazil last year had been 
carrying arms destined for Sal- 
vadorean guerrillas. 

Guerrilla sources said the Sal- 
vadorean government’s decision 
to move its embassy was made 
under pressure from Israel which 
has provided the government with 

arms to fight the guerrillas. 

• They said they believed the 
Arab slates would increase mil- 
itary support to the rebels if Israel 
boosted its aid to the government. 

Guerrillas' political leader 
Ruben Zamora told Reuter Sun- 
day from his home in Managua, 
Nicaragua, that the embassy move 
could promote closer ties between 
Salvadorean guerrillas and Islamic 
countries. 

But he said this was more likely 
to be expressed in increased Arab 
support for the rebels in int- 


ernational organisations such as 
the U.N. and the Non-Aligned 
Movement than in increased arms 
supplies. 

. He said the move had isolated 
El Salvador internationally. 

Rebels deny responsibility 

The Popular Liberation Force, 
one of five rebel forces fighting the 
government, on Sunday denied 
responsibility for killing the top 
security chief at the U.S. embassy. 

The security officer, Joaquim 
Alfredo Zapata Romero, a Sal- 
vadorean, was shot and killed a 
week ago. 

A note left at a San Salvador 
Radio Station the next day said 
members of the Popular Lib- 
eration Force killed him because 
of alleged links with right-wing 
death squads. 

■ The communique, however, did , 
not bear the front? s insignia, which 
usually appears on its com- 
munications, and it contained a 
slogan calling for victory that the 
force had stopped using. 



Sunday’s denial read over the 
rebels' clandestine Radio Far- 
abundo Marti, said the group was 
"not responsible for the ass- 
assination." 

The force gave no explanation ' 

for the delay in issuing a denial. 

Mr. Zapata, 59, was in charge of 
local embassy security for eight 
years and commanded 200 full-' 
time security men. He died when a 
taxi pulled up beside his car at an 
^intersection and a gunman opened 
fire. His wife was wounded in the 
attack, but his daughter escaped 
injury. 

Meanwhile, El Salvador, which 
has been fighting a four and a half 
year civil war against the leftists, 
enjoyed a quiet Easter weekend as 
families spent the day at the beach 
or went to church services. 


Afghans assured continued Saudi support 


PESHWAR. Pakistan (R) — 
Crown Prince Abdullah Ibn Abd- 
ulaziz Monday assured continued 
Saudi Arabian support to res- 
istance against the Soviet military 
presence in Afghanistan. 

Addressing Afghan refugees 
outside Peshawar, capital of Pak- 
istan’s north-west frontier pro- 
vince bordering Afghanistan, he 
said he was hopeful the Afghans 
would succeed in what he called a 
“just struggle against foreign dom- 
ination." 

“Your struggle is a Jehad (holy 
war) because it is not motivated by 
worldly benefits,’’ he told them. 
“You have taken up -arms in the 


defence of Islam. 

“We will continue to assisL you 
as we did in the past. We will alw- 
ays remain on your side." the pri- 
nce said. 

Prince Abdullah said Saudi 
Arabia supported Jehad wherever 
it was being waged in the world for 
the glory of Islam “because we are 
members of ... one ummah (nat- 
ion). 

An estimated three million 
Afghans have fled to Pakistan 
since the December 1979 Soviet 
military intervention in their cou- 
ntry. Most of them are living in the 
frontier province.

Indian cosmonaut says 
yoga helped cope in space 


MOSCOW (R) — India's first 
cosmonaut said Monday that he 
developed a backache during his 
eight days in space earlier this 
month but that he believes yoga 
exercises helped alleviate it. 

Rakesh • Sharma, a 35 -year-old 
test pilot, made the statement at a 
news conference along with the 
Soviet cosmonauts on his mission, 
Yuri Malyshev and Gennady Str- 
ekalov. They returned to earth on 
April 11, ending what was the 
11th Soviet space mission inv- 
olving foreigners. 

A Soviet space official said at 
the news conference that t here are 
no plans in the near future for add- 
itional manned space flights inv- 
olving foreigners. 

Mr. Sharma said he performed 
yoga exercises daily as pan of 
medical experiments aimed at fin- 
ding ways to alleviate the effects of 
prolonged weightlessness. “I felt* 
discomforts." he said. “After lau- 
nching ! felt like I was upside 
down." He said techniques aimed 
at lessening the discomfort were 


used along with yoga. “1 believe 
the yoga training helped me,” he 
said, then told about his backache 
wh flea board the orbiting Salyut-7 
space lab. 

Mr. Sharma said photographic 
scanning of India will help his 
country in determining its water 
resources, in building hyd- 
roelectric dams, and perhaps in 
discovering crude oil deposits. 

Vladimir Kotelnikov, vice pre- 
sident of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences, said that the joint 
Indian-Soviet flight will “corn- 
tribute to the authority of India as 
a space power". He said India is 
one of seven countries which is 
capable of launching its own sat- 
ellites and that 20 years of 
Indian-Soviet space co-operation 
played a major role in helping 
India develop independent space 
studies.

Reagan condemns Soviet Asian policy 


HONOLULU (R) — President 
Reagan, on the way to Peking for 
his first visit to a Communist cou- 
ntry, used a stopover here to make 
an Easter appeal for peace and 
condemn Soviet and Vietnamese 
“aggression” in Asia. 

Mr. Reagan voiced concern 
over continued Soviet military 
intervention -in Afghanistan and 
the invasion of Kampuchea by 
Vietnam, a Soviet ally, which 
China has also opposed. 

The United States has denied h 
wants to take advantage of border 
and ideological disputes between 
China and the Soviet Union but 
Mr. Reagan said in a statement 
here that Peking and Washington 
had similar worries about Soviet 
policy. 

“We share concerns on many 
critically important geopolitical 
situations, such as our disapproval 
of the aggression waged against 
the peoples of Kampuchea and 
Afghanistan.” he said. Mr. Rea- 
gan said he was continuing the 
process of reconciliation begun by 
President Richard Nixon, who 
went to China in 1972 to end more 
than 20 years of hostility. 

Administration officials pre- 
dicted Mr. Reagan’s visit would be 
successful despite problems over 
U.S. arms shipments to Taiwan. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz said last week the United 
States would live up its Taiwan 
commitments “and we are not 
going to negotiate a new com- 
munique or try to shift the ground- 
from existing agreements." 


Since 1982, China has often sta- 
ted that continuing U.S. arras sales 
to Taiwan are the major obstacle 
to developing Sino- American ties. 

The president, who leaves for 
Peking Tuesday to begin his six- 
day visit, asked for prayers for the 
success of his China mission and. 
for peace. 

“Let the nations and the peo- 
ples of the world renounce war. 
Let us pledge ourselves to its per- 
manent abolition, let us forsake its 
anguish and agony and live in love 
with one another,” he said in his 
statement 

On Sunday administration off- 
icials said Mr. Reagan, though one 
of the most conservative and out- 
spoken anti-Communist U.S. pre- 
sidents, was looking forward to 
the six-day visit his first to a 
Communist nation. 

He wfll stop in Guam before 
, reaching 'China on Thursday. 

China has often stated that con- 
tinuing U.S. arms sales to Taiwan 
are die major obstacle to dev- 
eloping Sino- American ties. 

Mr. Reagan recently played 
down the significance of trade 
problems, saying that growing 
pains were normal as countries 
developed friendly relations. 

Mr. Reagan has said that while 
in Peking be wig discuss stalled 
negotiations on a U.S.-China inv- 
estment agreement to back up a 
tax treaty he plans to sign during 
the visit. 

U.S. officials say the complex 
negotiations are hampered by 
problems between China's state-

run and America's free enterprise 
system. 

Negotiations are also stalled on 
a proposed nuclear co-operation 
agreement, with China refusing to 
accept a U.S. law requiring Was- 
hington's consent for the use of 
spent nuclear fuel processed by 
reactors Peking hopes to buy from 
American firms. 

“The truth is, in any growing 
relationship rhere will be some 
'growing pains,” Mr. Reagan said 
on Friday. 

An administration official said 
he spoke to three former president 
who had visited Peking, seeking 
their guidance.

8 peace activists arrested in Florida 


ORLANDO, Florida (R) — Eight 
peace activists were arrested Sun- 
day after they broke into a bui- 
lding housing Pershing missile 
equipment, daraged a launcher 
and poured blood over files and 
papers, police said. 

The six men and two women 
from a group calling itself Per- 
shing Ploughshares were charged 
with burglary, possession of bur- 
glary tools, criminal mischief and 
trespassing. 

An Orange County police spo- 
keswoman said they cut through a 


fence at the Martin Marietta Cor- 
poration, a private company 
which manufactures missile parts, 
then broke into a small building 
storing Pershing missile assembly 
kits. 

She said they damaged a num- 
ber of kits and poured blood over 
files and papars. 

A patriot launcher outside the 
building was also slightly dam- 
aged, a Marietta spokesman said. 

Company security guards found 
the protesters when they gathered 


in the main yard to sing together. | 

A Marietta spokesman, who 
said no nuclear equipment was' 
stored at the site, said the pro- 
testers did little damage. 

Persh ing Ploughshares claims to j 
have staged eight anti-nuclear act- 
ions, seven in the United States, 
and one at a West German missile; 
base. 

The only one- American among) 
the activists, who ranged in age' 
from 22 to 57, was Per Herngren.

Yugoslav dissidents remain in detention 


BELGRADE (R) — About 20 
Yugoslav intellectuals arrested on 
Friday with veteran dissident Mfl- 
ovan Djiias are still being held by 
state security police, a lawyer 
dose to the case said Monday. 

Sergije Popovic, who represents 
Mr. Djiias, said it was not yet clear 
whether any of those detained in a 
police raid in a private Belgrade 
flat would be charged. 

Mr. Popovic, who specialises in 
human rights cases, said he exp- 
ected a clearer picture to emerge 
soon of what course the aut- 
horities would take. 

Under Yugoslav law. police can 


hold a person for 72 hours without 
charge. This suggests there could 
be an official announcement Tue- 
sday on the fate of those detained. 

Mr. Djiias, 72, was giving an 
informal lecture on Yugoslavia’s 
nationalities question to a group 
of intellectuals when police burst 
in. 

He was released without charge 
after being held for about 1 8 hours 
and being warned not to give int- 
erviews critical of Yugoslavia or 
attend such meetings. 

The raid was the biggest police 
operation on Yugoslav dissidents 
for many years- 


Those being held include a film 
director, two academics and other 
intellectuals who have been linked 
to dissident activities in the past 

The raid took place against a 
background of public warnings by 
political leaders that have ind- 
icated the authorities are worried 
that the country’s economic pro- 
blems could lead to instability and 
threaten the one-party Com- 
munist system. 

Some Western diplomats bel- 
ieve Friday night’s swoop was int- 
ended as a warning to dissidents 
not to be tempted to form political 
opposition groups. 


Pope says world peace threatened 


VATICAN CITY (R) — Pope 
John Paul Sunday closed the 
Roman Catholic Church’s special 
holy year and told a huge crowd 
that the world seemed to be pre- 
paring feverishly for war. 

Addressing a SL Peter’s Square 
audience estimated by the Vatican 
at more than 350,000 people, the 
Pope read Easter greetings in 45 
languages, including 16 spoken in 
Soviet bloc countries. 

Before closing the holy door in 
the Basilica, the Pope read hisurbi 
et orbi (to the city and the world) 
message from the steps of the bas- 
ilica. 

In it he decried the growing con- 
trasts “in our difficult modern 
age.” 

The Pontiff said “the ardent 
desire for peace" was threatened 
by “the feverish preparation of 
destructive means of war.” 

He said material wealth co- 
existed with the “extreme poverty 
and penury paid for with the death 
through hunger or thirst of mil- ■ 
lions." 


The Pontiff said human rights 
were violated by “brutal forms of 
arrogance and violence, of opp- 
ression of consciences, of torture 
and terrorism." He condemned 
abortion and the “evil” uses of 
science and medicine. 

He asked Christians to allow 
Christ "to guide humanity tow- 
ards a better future beyond the 
threshold which separates the sec- 
ond from the third millennium.’’ 

After the mass, which was tel- 
evised live to 36 countries, the 
Pope entered the basilica to dose 
the holy door he opened on March 
25, 1983 at the start of the special 
holy year commemorating the 
1,950th anniversary of Christ’s 
death. 

The Pope, dressed in gold and 
white vestments, knelt in prayer at 
the threshold of the huge sculpted 
bronze door and then slowly pul- 
led the two sections closed. 

Vatican workmen immediately 
began bricking up the door, which 
will remain shut until the year

2000 unless another special holy 
year is proclaimed. 

A large television screen was' 
erected in the square so pilgrims

emony. 


Kampuchean rebels continue counter-attack 


BANGKOK (R) — Kampuchean 
guerrillas Monday continued a 
counter-offensive against Vie- 
tnamese troops at a guerrilla camp 

in northwestern Kampuchea, gue- 
rrilla sources said. 

Khmer People’s National Lib- 
eration Front (KPNLF) sources- 
said the guerrillas used small arms 
and mortar fire to drive back the 
Vietnamese who had launched an 
attack on their outpost at Ampil. 
on April 15. 

The sources said guerrillas dis- 
lodged Vietnamese troops from a 
number of positions around the 
base but were unable to retake a 
forward post that had fallen on the 
first day of the fighting. 

The sources said Sunday they 
began a counter-attack forcing 
•about 600 Vietnamese troops to 
pull back about two kilometres 
from Ampil. The Vietnamese had 
closed terwithm 800 metres of the 


base last week. 

The sources said Vietnamese 
artillery Monday continued to 
pound the base, about 270 kil- 
ometres east of Bangkok opposite 
Thailand’s Prachinburi province. 

The sources said Kampuchean 
guerrillas at Ampil had received 
supplies of ammunition, allowing 
them to stage the counter-attack. 
The guerrillas had said last week 
that ammunition was low at the 
embattled outpost. 

The guerrilla sources did not say 
where the ammunition came from. 

The non-Communist KPNLF is 
part of a coalition of three gue- 
rrilla groups, including the 
Peking-backed Khmer Rouge, 
fighting the Vietnamese-backed 
government in Phnom Penh. 

Vietnam has about 180,000* 


troops in Kampuchea supporting 
the Heng Samrin government 
which it installed in 2979 after 
toppling the Khmer Rouge. 

Meanwhile, the Khmer Rouge 
said Monday four Soviet ships had 
arrived in a major port in southern 
Kampuchea carrying heavy wea- 
pons and ammunition to be used 
against Kampuchean guerrillas. 

A Khmer Rouge radio bro- 
adcast, monitored in Bangkok, 
said the ships were sighted at 
Kampong Som on April 8. 

It said 40 trucks were later seen 
transporting the weapons to 
Phnom Penh. 

The radio said the weapons 
would be used to strengthen Vie- 
tnam’s presence in Kampuchea 
and showed that Hanoi had no 
intention of withdrawing its troops 
from that country. 


Brazil’s military show 
strength before debate 


BRASILIA (R) — Brazil's mil- 
itary Monday staged a show of 
Strength in the capital as par- 
liamentarians prepare for a key 
debate on holding direct pre- 
sidential elections. 

The parade to mark the 24th 
anniverssary of the founding of 
Brasilia was the first permitted in 
the capital since President Joao 
Figueiredo imposed emergency 
measures last week. 

Troops brought in from outside 
the capital for the procession str- 
engthened the garrison in case 
opponents of the military-backed 
government attempt to hold dem- 
onstrations during Wednesday's 
debate. 

The main opposition Brazilian 
Democratic Movement Party 
(PMDB)told Monday of attempts 
by Mr. Figueiredo to persuade 
members of his Social Democrat 
Party (PSD) pledged to vote for 
the position amendment to change 
their minds. 

Those interviewed have said the 
president warned that direct ele- 
ctions now would lead to a leftist 
president and produce the same 
conditions that sparked the last 
coup. 

The opposition needs about 100 
PDS members to vote for the 


amendment to win the necessary 
two-thirds majority in both the 
lower house and senate to change 
the constitution and allow direct 
elections to choose Mr. Fig- 
ueiredo' s successor. 

Presidential Spokesman Carios 
Attila has confidently predicted 
that the amendment will be def- 
eated despite pressure from mil- 
lions of Brazilians who have att- 
ended opposition campaign rallies, 
over the last four mouths. 

Mr. Figueiredo has proposed an 
alternative, allowing for direct 
elections in 1988 after his suc- 
cessor has been chosen, but so far 
the opposition has refused to 
compromise on its demands. 

Gen. Newton Cruz, regional 
commander in charge of imp- 
lementing the emergency raea-i 
sures, is expected to hold talks 
later Monday with the National; 
Director of Communications, Col. 
• Antonio Fernandes Neiva, on the 
extent of censorship during Wed- 
nesday’s debate. 

Col. Neiva told reporters that, 
under the presidential emergency - 
decree, censorship could be ext- 
ended from direct radio and tel- 
evision coverage to include tel- 
ephone and telex links used by 
local and foreign journalists. 


Philippines military chief says 
Communists killed Aquino 


MANILA (R) — The Philippines 
Armed Forces chief said Monday 
government security forces failed 
to prevent a Communist plot to 
assassinate former Senator Ben- 
igno Aqumo because the late 
opposition leader refused to co- 
operate. 

- General Fabian Ver told an 
inquiry into the murder that Sen. 
Aquino refused requests by senior 
government officiate to delay his 
trip home by at least a month until 
“the threats was neutralised.” 

Sen. Aquino was shot at Manila 
Airport last August moments 
after be arrived after three years 
of self-imposed exile in the United 
States. 

The military said the assassin 
was notorious crimial and Com- 
munist guerrilla leader, Rolando^ . 
Gal man, who was shot dead on the ' 
airport tarmac. 

“There was never any doubt 
that the killing was Communist 
inspired,” Gen.-Ver said during 
cross-examjriation. “But our pro- 
blem was the identity of the killer 
and how he planned to carry out 
the assassination." 

He said. {hat “special, report", 
proves sen. Aquino was shot on 
an airport tramac, and not on a 
stairway as some witnesses claim. 

Such a report apparently would 
support the military’s contention 
that Sen. Aquino was killed by a 


Communist agent, who was shot 
moments later by soldiers esc- 
orting Sen. Aquino. 

Gen. Ver said the report, pre-{ 
pared by military investigators,^ 
includes photographs showing nd 
traces of blood on the stairway 
from the China Air Lines plane.. 
Only solders were cm the stairway 
with Sen. Aquino as he left the 
plane. 

The government claims Rol- 
ando Galman shot Sen. Aquino on 
the tarmac 3.7 metres from the 
bottom of the stairway. Some wit- 
nesses said they saw Sen. Aquino 
on the stairway after bearing the 
first shot and others said they saw 
Mr. Galman in a position where he 
could not have shot Sen. Aquino. 

Commission Chairwoman Cor- 
azon Agrava acknowledged the 
board has evidence that Sen. Aqu- 
ino “oould have been shot” on the 
stairway but lacks direct evidence 
to prove it.

000 to 
become a sponsor for a one- 
kilometre section of the relay.. 
Their runner will be club member 
George (Gus) Christie, who will 
hold the torch aloft with an arm 
tattooed with dragons, eagles and 
a winged skull. The Los Angeles 
Olympic Organising committee 
allows sponsors to name a runner 
to carry the torch for one kil- 
ometre in return for a $3,000 con- 
tribution to one of three charities 
which raise money for U.S. youth 
sports. Members of the leather- 
clad and sometimes violent Hell's 
Angels said Christie will wear his 
silver skull earring and a cap emb- 
lazoned with the badge of the chib 
along with regulation shorts and 
vest for his run. 

Dysentary claims 
266 lives 

CALCUTTA (AP) — An epi- 
demic of dysentary in the nor- 
theast state of West Bengal has 
claimed 266 lives in recent weeks, 
a top health official said. Most of 
the victims in the nine affected dis- 
tricts have been children. State 
Health Minister Ambarish Muk- 
herjee said. The United News of 
India quoted “unofficial reports” 
as saying more than 400 people 
jifiye died. Weekly holidays for 
State Health Service employees 
and doctors have been cancelled 
due to the epidemic, Mr. Muk- 
herjee said. Teams of doctors and 
25,000 oral salt packets have been 
dispatched to the hardest-hit 
areas, he said. The state’s top ele- 
cted official. Chief Minister Jyoti 
Basil, is scheduled to make a sta- 
tewide radio broadcast to explain 
measures taken by the gov- 
ernment to curb the spread of the 
disease. 

Chinese village 
buys micro-computer 


PEKING (R) — One of China’s 
richest villages has bought a 
micro-computer for processing 
cost accounting data, information 
about income distribution and agr- 
icultural research, the New China 
News Agency reported Monday. 
It said the central China village of 
Liuzhuang is one of the wealthiest 
in China, noted for its high gram 
'and cotton yields. It also has dairy 
farming and some rural industrial 
enterprises. The micro-computer 
was bought with money from the 
peasants' collective fund, the age- 
ncy said. 

Man arrested 
for fraud 

TAIPEI (R) — A Taiwanese man 
who claimed he could turn water 
into petrol was arrested for fraud 
after persuading four friends to 
invest in his invention, police said 
Monday. The friends of Chin 
Hsiang- Peng forced him to dem- 
onstrate the process and beat him 
up after he produced only distilled 
water. 

Judge defends 
execution campaign ’ 

PEKING (R) — China extended 
the death penalty to cover theft 
and rape because of a serious 
crime wave that was endangering 
the state, a top Chinese judge was 
quoted as saying Sunday. Zhu 
Mingshan, vice-president of 
China’s Supreme Court, told the 
English-lan g uage Peking Review 
in an interview the crackdown on 
'crime launched last August had 
borne quick dividends. The crime 
rate in the last four months of 
1983 was nearly half .that of the 
first eight months, he said. The 
death penalty is now handed down 
for crimes ranging from theft and 
embezzlement to .rape 'and mur- 
der. The executions are normally 
carriedtjcrt by a shot-in the back of 
the head. -
